Three a week for 
food stores; four 
for dairies 


Housewives who depend on home 
deliveries by the food store where 
they purchase their supplies will 
have to rearrange 
their 
buying 
schedule after Oct. l l , when* the 
new order regarding deliveries is 
extended to all states in the un­ 
ion. Previously the order only ap­ 
plied to twelve eastern states. 
Limits of deliveries to the same 
area will go into effect Monday. 
Food stores can make only three 
deliveries a week; dairies are limit­ 
ed to four; the ice man can call 
at your home every day. The re­ 
tail liquor or ice cream dealer can 
make only one delivery a week. 
The ODT order also limits whole­ 
sale deliveries. Wholesale bakery 
deliveries can be made six days a 
week; foodstuffs five days; milk. 
cream, butter, etc., six days; ice 
cream and ices four days; "non-al­ 
coholic beverages two days; alco­ 
holic beverages one day a week. 
Commodities not listed can only be 
delivered two days a w'eek. 
Local stores are meeting the sit­ 
uation by announcement of days ! 
of 
deliveries. 
Tuesdays, 
T hurs­ 
days and Saturdays are the most 
widely adopted days that deliveries 
of food stuffs will be made. 
De­ 
liveries to out-lying sections have 
been reduced to two days a week.

Milk sales in all other cities of 
at least 190,000 population will be 
regulated as soon as arrangem ents 
are completed, probably by No­ 
vember I, W F A stated.

While a lot of the world’s cup­ 
boards are bare, America’s g ar­ 
bag e pails are bulg ing . 
Survey s 
show that last y ear the waste of 
food averag ed 235 pounds per per­ 
son. While 6 per cent of our food 
production in 1942 went to cur 
fig hting allies and 7 per cent went 
to our own armed forces, 15 per 
cent went to waste in American 
dining rooms and kitchens. 
Every bit of food is valuable 
these day s and none should be 
wasted. Every homemaker is be­ 
ing asked to help step up produc­ 
tion by fig hting food waste, and 
a g ood place to start the fig ht is 
in the home kitchen, say s Mrs. 
Madg e 
Little, 
home 
economist, 
University of Illinois Colleg e of 
Ag riculture. 
You may think the amount of 
food y ou throw away is so small 
that it doesn’t count—that isn’t 
worth considerthg —but when mul­ 
tiplied by the nation’s 34 million 
homes, it adds up to a stag g ering 
total of food waste and loss. Us­ 
ing the “heels” of a loaf of bread, 
for example, saves one-tenth of 
the loaf. If every American fam­ 
ily wasted only one slice of bread 
a week, and statistics indicate that 
the real wastag e is far g reater, it 
would add up to 100 million loaves 
of bread a y ear. 
“Save the peel and spare the 
veg etable” is a slog an which mig ht 
well be adopted for the duration 
at least. When y ou peel a potato, 
even very carefully , y ou throw 
away one-tenth, to one-fourth of 
its bulk, nearly all of the iron con­ 
centrated close to the skin, and 
let much of the vitamin C escape. 
Today we cannot afford to pre­ 
pare and serve more food than 
family and g uests will eat just to 
keep up the reputation of a “boun- i 
tiful hostess.” Rather we should | 
cook and serve only what they can 
be expected to eat and adopt “a 
clean plate at every meal” slo- j 
g an. 
If only one-third of the annual 
j 
food waste in this country could 
be avoided, it would be eq uivalent; 
to adding between 8 and 9 per 
cent to our total food supply . This 
would g o a long way in feeding our 
armed forces. It would supply our 
allies with virtually all the food | 
we are planning to send them in 
1943.

While a lot of the world’s cup­ 
boards are bare, America’s g a r­ 
bage pails are bulging. 
Surveys 
show that last year the waste of 
food averaged 285 pounds per per­ 
son. While 6 per cent of our food 
production in 1942 went to our 
fighting allies and 7 per cent went 
to our own armed forces, 15 per 
cent wrent to waste in American 
dining rooms and kitchens. 
Every bit of food is valuable 
these days and none should be 
wasted. 
Every homemaker is be­ 
ing asked to help step up produc­ 
tion by fighting food w^aste, and 
a good place to start the fight is 
in the home kitchen, says Mrs. 
Madge 
Little, 
home 
economist, 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 
You may think tho amount of I 
food you throw away is so small 
that it doesn’t count—that isn’t 
worth considering— but when mul­ 
tiplied by the nation’s 34 million I 
homes, it adds up to a staggering 
total of food waste and loss. Us­ 
ing the “heels” of a loaf of bread, 
for example, saves one-tenth of : 
the loaf. If every American fam ­ 
ily waisted only one slice of bread 
a wreek, and statistics indicate that 
the real wastage is far greater, it 
would add up to IOO million loaves 
of bread a yrear. 
“ Save the peel and spare the 
vegetable” is a slogan which might 
w^ell be adopted for the duration 
at least. When .you peel a potato, 
even very carefully, 
you throw’ 
awray one-tenth, to one-fourth of 
its bulk, nearly’ all of the iron con­ 
centrated close to the skin, and 
let much of the vitamin C escape. 
Today we cannot afford to pre­ 
pare and serve more food than 
family and guests will eat just to 
keep up the reputation of a “boun- , 
tifui hostess.” 
Rather we should J 
cook and serve only what they can 
be expected to eat and adopt “a 
clean plate at every meal” slo­ 
gan. 
If only one-third of the annual j 
food waste in this country could 
be avoided, it w’ould be equivalent 
to adding between 8 and 9 per

Now is the time to “diagnose” 
machinery “ills” in order to be 
able to make repairs during slack 
seasons and rainy days without 
wasting time in looking for dam- j 
aged parts, says R. C. Hay, ex- 
tension agricultural engineer, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of A g­ 
riculture.

State general fund 
increases; over 
alf picture down 


The State of Illinois paid out 
$5,753,602 less during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1943, than it 
did in the preceding fiscal year, a 
comparison made by the Taxpay­ 
ers’ Federation of illinois show’ed. 
Disbursements 
amounted 
to 
$226,765,760 for the fiscal year just 
closed as against $232,519,362 for 
the 1942 tis al year. These totals 
do not include trust funds, such as 
the 
unemployment compensation 
fund. 
Emergency relief registered the 
iargest decrease, dropping $11,- 
495,476. 
Disbursements for highway pur­ 
poses 
were 
about 
the 
same, 
amounting to $45,530,518 during 
the 1943 fiscal year compared with 
$45,449,831 a year ago. 
Payments from the General Rev­ 
enue fund were up, the state pay­ 
ing out $4,317,072 more from this 
fund in the 1943 fiscal year than 
in the corresponding 1942 period. 
Total 
receipts, 
excluding 
all 
trust funds but including Federal 
grants not in trust, were $257,- 
642,165 for the fiscal year just 
closed compared with $273,814,434 
for the preceding fiscal year, a de­ 
cline of $16,1*72,269 in revenue. 
The Federation study 
showed 
that the balance in the General 
Revenue fund alone has gained an 
additional 
$25,818,153 
this 
past 
year, bringing the surplus in this 
fund to $65,241,490 on June 30. 
1943. On August 31 this year it 
had gained still more to a total of 
$73,294,143.

Colonel Paul G. Armstrong, Il­ 
linois director of Selective Serv­ 
ice, today released the definitions 
of “ non-father” and “ fa ther” as 
considered 
by 
Selective 
Service 
rules, according to instructions just 
received from tbe National head­ 
quarters. 
The term “ non-father” includes: 
1. Single man without depend­ 
ents. 
2. Single 
man 
with 
collateral 
dependents. 
3. Married man with wife only . 
4. Man with a child a cquir^ 
prior to December 8, 1941, 
but with w’hom he has not 
regularly maintained a bona 
fide family relationship in his 
home. 
5. Man with child acquired on 
or a fter December 8, 1941, 
provided such man is engaged 
in a nondeferrable activity or 
occupation, or has left an a g ­ 
ricultural occupation or en­ 
deavor 
without 
consent 
of 
the Local 
Board. 
(A blood 
child, including an illeg itim a te 
child, must have been con­ 
ceived prior to December 8, 
1941 and born prior to Sep­ 
tember 15, 1942. A stepchild, 
a foster child, or an adopted 
child, must have been acquir­ 
ed prior to December 8, 1941). 
The term “ fa ther” includes a 
registrant who has a child acquir­ 
ed or conceived prior to December 
8, 1941 w ith whom he has regular­ 
ly maintained a bona fide family 
relationship in his home, and ex­ 
cludes any regi.strant who is en­ 
g aged in a nondeferrable a ctivity 
or occupation, or w’ho left an ag- 


rjcultural occupation or endeavor 
without 
consent 
of 
the 
Local 
Board. 
T he two terms, ‘non-father’ and 
‘fa ther’,” 
stated 
Colonel 
Arm­ 
strong, “ are used only as they 
apply to Selective Service status. 
Tnerefore, while a man may ac­ 
tually be a father in the ccmmon- 
ly accepted sense, he might never­ 
theless be considered a ‘non-fath­ 
er’ under Selective Service rules. 
For instance, a registrant married 
in August of 1942 and became the 
father of a child in J uly of 1943. 
Such man, because his child was 
not acquired before Pearl Harbor, 
is a ‘non-father,’ according to the 
Selective Service Regulations, as 
amended in Congress. 
Or, if a 
registrant has a child horn in 1938 
i —or any time before Pearl Har­ 
bor—and the registrant has not 
regularly maintained a bona fide 
family relationship in his home 
with that child since prior to De­ 
cember 8, 1941, he is also regard­ 
ed as a ‘non-father.’ 
“ I hope that this explanation 
will convince the general public 
that the parental status of a reg­ 
istrant must be considered by re­ 
quirements 
of 
Selective 
Service 
Regulations and not by the fam ily 
status as commonly understood in 
the reg istra nt’s community . There 
is a big difference between the tw’o 
categories, and Local Boards and 
Boards of Appeal are bound by 
law and oath to consider only the 
former. 
“ As to just w’hen Illinois will 
sta rt inducting ‘fa thers,’ there are 
so many factors involved that it^is 
impossible a t present to make an 
intelligent or close prediction.”

The term “father” includes a 
registrant who has a child acquir­

‘The two terms, ‘non-father’ and 
‘father’,’’

strong, “are used only as they 
apply to Selective Service status. 
Therefore, while a man may ac­ 
tually lie a father in the common­ 
ly accepted sense, he might never­ 
theless be considered a ‘non-fath­ 
er’ under Selective Service rules. 
For instance, a registrant married 
in August of 1942 and became the 
father of a child in July of 1943.

Farm income show s 3 billion 
Money applied to depts, Iona 
machinery, livestock, land 


Bountiful crops and "uod prices in 1942 increased the 
United States farmers’ net income! $3,650,000,000 over 1941 
— the farmers’ largest cash income in history. For the most 
part, the increased farm income is being spent soberly. The 
fanners remember what happened during the prosperous 
period after the first World War and are not throwing 
their money away. 


In a study made by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Econ­ 
omics of the Department of 
Agriculture in 35 represent­ 
ative counties, farmers com­ 


monly reported that one of the 
first 
things they did with last 
year’s income 
was to take care 
of “a little item up at the court­ 
house.” 
By the spring of 1943, 
most farm ers had caught up with 
their back taxes, and over 90 per­ 
cent of the farm ers in most of the 
counties studied had paid current 
taxes two months ahead of the 
penalty date.

Unguent Federal Land Bank loans

Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, and 
other southern states report that 
a m ajority of the farm real estate 
purchases are being made by farm 
tenants, or small farm ers who want 
a larger acreage. During the past 
year, the majority of land buyers 
have been farm ers, rather than in­ 
vestors. Many factory workers in 
the smaller towns have been buy­ 
ing extra plots to keep a cow and 
pig, and grow a Victory Garden. 


Buy livestock, machinery 
Farm ers were freest with their 
money in buying livestock and sec­ 
ond-hand 
farm 
machinery, 
for 
which they often paid inflationary 
J prices. 
Good prices and demand 
tor meat and dairy products have 
encouraged 
farm ers 
to 
increase 
their livestock numbers. The boom 
(on farm machinery resulted be- 
; cause many farm ers 
had made 
' their old machines “do” during the 
depression 
years and now need 
new ones. 
Sales were high for such basic 
household 
equipment as kitchen 


I stoves, bed springs and m attresses, 
I linoleum, inexpensive china; and 
j for supplies tor home and farm 
improvement 
such 
as 
roofing, 
sheetrock and beaverboard, paint 
and fencing. 
There has also been a great in­ 
crease in the sale of clothing to 
farm people. 
From all over the 
nation, clothiers report that farm ­ 
ers are buying more clothes, “‘but 
not more tnan they need.” 
While buying more food at the 
stores last year, farm ers in most 
counties grew more in their g a r­ 
dens. Home canning has increased, 
and recently numerous communi­ 
ty canneries have been installed at 
schools and community centers un­ 
der the supervision of the vocation­ 


al teacher*. 
Doctors and churches got their 
share of the farm ers’ increased in­ 
come. Though fewer doctors were 
available in most farm communi­ 
ties last year, farm ers spent more 
money on medical service than in 
other years. Many rural churches 
had money in the treasury for the 
first time. 
By now farm ers are practically 
free of debt and have bought many 
of the available things they need.

The new ceilings, effective Mon­ 
day, October l l, give the men who 
collect used cases for recondition­

Potatoes 


As an aid to buyers of potatoes 
in the current campaign by the 
federal government and retail food 
dealers to encourage home stor­ 
age of potatoes, the W ar Food 
Administration 
recommends four 
simple rules for storage. 
1. Store only m ature, sound, dry 
potatoes. 
2. Store in cool, dry, dark place 
(tem perature 40 to 60 degrees). 
3. Store in

vide ventilation. 
4. Inspect occasionally for keep­

I t s not only soldiers who have exciting stories to tell of this 
war. One of the most thrilling books we’ve come across for some time 
Paris-Underground,” a Book-of-the-Month Club selection for 
October. "Paris-Underground” is the true 
story of an American woman in her middle 
sixties, Mrs. Etta Shiber, who helped many 
a British soldier to escape from Nazi-occu­ 
pied France at the risk of her own life. 
Mrs. Shiber just happened to be living in 
Paris at the time of the French armistice. 
And she just happened to become involved 
in the whole underground movement in 
France. 
In June 1940 Mrs. Shiber and the 
Englishwoman with whom she lived, Kitty, 
tried to drive their car along the refugee- 
cluttered roads south from P.iris. A Ger­ 
man officer ordered them to return. 
On their way back they stopped at an inn for a cup of tea. The inn­ 
keeper confided to them that he needed help. A British pilot was hiding 
there and he dared not keep him longer, 
for the Germans might search the inn at 
any moment. Impulsively, the two women 
volunteered to hide the boy in the luggage 
compartment of their car. 
This was the beginning. Later, they met 
up with Father Christian, a small town 
Priest, who was in touch with a large 
group of English soldiers hiding in the woods. They managed to hide 
the boys he sent them in their Paris apartment until they could be 
turned over to others of the underground chain for transportation 
to unoccupied France and England. 
Eventually they were all arrested—first Mrs. Shiber, then Kitty and 
Father Christian. Kitty and Father Christian were sentenced to death. 
Mrs. Shiber was given three years. She did 18 months of this sentence. 
Then, with sudden and mystifying sympathy the Germans one day 
granted her a six months parole to regain her health. 
Back in Paris she tried in vain to learn the fate of her friend Kitty. 
She did, however, learn that Father Christian had escaped. On the day 
of his execution two supposedly German 
officers had arrived to take him to the place 
where his sentence was to be carried out. 
They had the correct papers, and the prison 
authorities let him go. A few hours later, 
the real German officers arrived. The first 
two had been members of the British Intel­ 
ligence Service. 
Shortly afterwards, Mrs. Shiber was sent 
back to America in exchange for Johanna 
Hoffmann, the German hairdresser of the S.S. Bremen. She is living in 
New York now. Recently someone asked her if she hadn't considered 
lecturing about her experiences. "Oh, I couldn't do that,” said this 
woman who had risked her life daily and hourly* "Why I’d be scared 
to death.”

'Continuing, Mr. Wild said, “To 
give proper relief to the commun­ 
ity of Prospect Heights, using the 
basis of my past experience. I can 
only estim ate as to the probable 
cost. As soon as surveys are com­ 
pleted and actual bids taken, we 
will be able to quote exact costs. 
In the meantime, if you want to 
figure, I would estim ate that the 
total cost would be from about 
to $76 
per lot subdivided, 
which would mean if an assess­ 
ment is spread over a peroid of 
ten years, the cost would be be­ 
tween $6 and $7.50 per year per 
lot, regardless of whether or not 
the lot is improved, inasmuch as 
the unimproved lot may tomorrow 
become an improved lot. 
“The annual repair assessment 
will be levied after the creation 
of the district to insure the prop­ 
er functioning of the drainage and 
should not exceed 30c per year 
for the unimproved lot and $1.00 
per Nyear for the improved lot.” 
Concerning the tiling within the 
community Mr. WTild said, “ I be­ 
lieve a great deal of tiling will be 
necessary for certain areas.

general, however, the land within 
the w ater shed area seems to bt 
well tiled needing, in some in­ 
stances, only replacement of brok­ 
en tiles and enlarged tiling where 
the tiling is not adequate to take 
care of the surface w ater quickly 
enough.

Apple canning is 
urged as help to 
war food program 


A m e r i c a ’ s 
health-conscious 
homemakers were urged today to 
increase their home canning of ap­ 
ples in the next few weeks and thus 
help preserve this perishable fruit, 
assuring the family of a supply of 
this appetizing food during the 
coming winter. 
Although the national apple crop 
is 28 per cent smaller this year 
than in 1942, many growers in this 
locality have a generous supply 
which is now’ moving to market, 
according to J. P. Smith, A & P 
store executive in this area. “Home 
preservation of apples at this time 
will help conserve a vitally needed 
wartim e food,” he said, “arid house­ 
wives should intensify their can­ 
ning of apples and making of ap­ 
plesauce, apple butter and jelly.” 
To estim ate the proper quanti­ 
ties for canning, Mr. Smith said 
that ten pounds of America’s No. 
I fru it will make approximately 
four quarts of applesauce, 
five 
pints of apple butter or four quarts 
of canned apples. He added that 
free leaflets with approved can­ 
ning methods and recipes are avail­ 
able in all A & P stores.
